We have nothing different to offer upon 
the subject from what we have frequently 
given in these columns, but Mr. Thomas 
Taylor gives the National Farmer some of 
his methods of culture and we can do no 
better than to reproduce them here: 

The most successful are thos@ cultivated 
on old mill-ponds. Many of these ponds 
have been out of use fora period of from 
30 to 60 years. In this case there is a great 
accumulation of vegetable, muddy debris, 
averaging from four to five feet in depth. 
In order to utilize this vegetable matter, the 
water is drawn off slowly, allowing the 
sediment to be precipitated to the bottom, 
forming a loose, peaty loam, well decom- 
posed, varying, when consolidated, from 6 
to 15 inches in thickness, resting generally 
on a porous foundation of sand and gravel. 
It is found as a general rule, where water 
is plentiful, that an absorbing foundation 
has great value, because the soluble matter 
of fermentation, suck as organic-acids, etc., 
are quickly removed from the cranberry 
vines which may be growing under such 


When the soil is ready for planting, from 
four to six cuttings of the vine are planted 
about 12 inches apart over the entire sur- 
face thus prepared. The cuttings take root 
quickly under favorable conditions. On 
the second year they bear a small amount 
On the third year the crop may 
average from one to two hundred bushels 
of berries per acre. 

When cranberries are cultivated on black 
sand, which is a mixture of peaty matter 
and sand, the vine roots sometimes suffer 
severely from lack of water, especially 
when they depend more on direct rainfalis 
than on running water. In this case a clay 
substratum has 4 great advantage when sit- 
uated at a depth of about 18 inches from 
the surface. The clay retains the moisture 
for a long period, supplying the roots with 
the needful element until further rains sup- 
ply the upper stratum of sand in which the 
plants are growing. 

Common bog-land is generally covered 
with moss and many varieties of weeds. 

The surface or sod is sometimes removed 
and burned and the ashes returned anu 
spread over the surface. It is valuable in 
imparting a loose, mechanical texture to 
The vines are planted on bog- 
land in the manner already described. 
is found that vines planted closely cover 
the entire surface very quickly, and ina 
great measure prevent the growth of weeds. 
When lime was first applied to the cran- 
berry vine in the State of New Jersey, it 
was spread over the whole surface of the 
bog at the rate of 40 bushels to the acre; 
considering that the lime was freshly slack- 
ed and applied in the dust form and quite 
caustic, it was feared that the foliage would 
be burned up, but not a leaf wilted, al- 
though in some instances the foliage was 
covered as much as an inch in thickness 
with lime dust.. 

When cranberry vines are planted on 
bog-land which is in a compacted, ferment- 
ing condition and several feet in thickness, 
the land should be first drained, then plow-} failed 
ed as deeply as possible and heavily limed 
and exposed during the winter, thus allow- 
ing the surface soil to pass through the P 
stages of fermentation. The land should 
be well trenched and subjected to thorough 
irrigation to free it from organic acids, sul- 
phureted bydrogen, and sulphate of iron, 
products which frequently abound in bog- 
land, and which may come to the surface 
in time, if not removed by drainage. The 
sprinkling of sulphate of lime over grow- 
ing moss, destroys it for a time, and the 
dead moss serves a good purpose in keep- 
ing the surface of the soil moist. Cranberry 
roots readily take root in moss and grow 
thriftily, provided the roots of the moss are 
kept moist with running water.

The 
loss of life by the recklessness of intoxi- 
persons is beyond computation. 
Facts are suppressed by interested parties. 
Sometimes the guilty die with the guilt- 
less; sometimes, as did the Norwalk en- 
gineer, by suicide. - 

The amount of property sacrificed as 
well as life is also incredible. The horses 
that leaped into East river were worth two 
thousand dollars, and the lady drowned 
was loaded with jewels. Bursting boilers, 
burning houses and shipwrecked vessels 
often form the monumental ruins of the 
rum traffic. It also fosters other vicious 
habits ruinous to life and property. He 
who holds the bottle in one hand holds 
the pipe in the other, almost invariably. 
According to recent estimates - tobacco 
costs the world every year one thousand 
million dollars. A letter from Thomas 
Reynolds, Esq., to the Superintendent of 
the London Fire Brigade says that if the 
fires in that metropolis which had proba- 
bly arisen from the carelessness of smok- 
ers had been reported, ‘‘those which arose 
from other causes would have been few 
and far between. ‘here is no pravtice 
fraught with so much danger as smoking. 
Aninsurance agent writes, ‘one-third, or 
more, of all the fires in my circuit have 
originated in matches and pipes.” To say 
nothing, then, of the vulgarity of smo

Baperiments in Feoding Stock 


Prof. J. W. Sanborn has recently 
his final reports to the trustees of the 
Hampshire Agricultural College b 
leaving for his new position in the 
University of Missouri.
